At a ri'i-eiil mcelliig. lu Hartfol'd, 
Conn.. Jlr, Hanimoud related the iol- 
lowing remarkable auswer to prayer. 
Wc give it as reported In one of the 
papers of thnt elty. 

He sold that David Bralnerd In the 
early New Engiiiiiu daya fesolveu to 
carry the GosncI to a savage tribe of 
Indiana In the forest fastnesses. His 
friends declared they should never sec 
him alive agiilu. He carried a Utile 
tent, under which he slept. After 
weary days of travel, he approached 
the principal village of the tribe, hut 
tarried for a while, thnt be might 
plead with God for His blessing on 
hl3 attempt to benefit those savage In- 
dians. 

He supposed that no eye l)ilt Gcul ;• 
rested upon him ; but some Indian 
hunters had watched him as he pitch- 
ed his tent, and then, hastening 10 
the village, had told the chief of tlie 
approaching wFilte man. A counell 
was held, and It was decided that he 
must be killed and scalped, 

a' parly of Indians hid In n sheltered 
place, and waited for the missionary 
to come out, hut Bralnerd continued 
loug In prayer. Becoming impatient, 
they drew nearer, and ccutlouflly 
peering through the opening, they saw 
hiin on hlB kneep. They thought he 
was talfeing with someone. .Tust then 
a great rattlesnake slowly pushed his 
uEly head tinder the tent, aud crawl- 
ing over BnilueM's feet and Icgj;. 
reared Itself parallel to tlie kneeilus 
man's back, as If to strike his fansR 
In his neck. Suddenly It drew hack, 
as If God forbade the murderous at- 
tempt, and gilded out at the opposite 
side from which It entered. The In 
dlans were amftzed ; and slowly re 
treating, they Joined their comrftdea. 
and desci'lhed what they had witness- 
ed. Bralnerd waa ao absorbed In 
prayer that he knew nothing of the 
snake visit, or of I'le savage wnrrloi'^i 
who hod come to destroy him. He 
seemed to hear God say, "My presence 
shall go with tnee." At length he 
took his Bible and went toward the 
village. To his surprise It seemed ns 
if the whole tribe eume out to greet 
him. Tbey treated him with the 
greatesl respect, regarding iilm as 
nnder the protection of the Great 
Spirit, and concluded that instead of 
being hostile to tlile muu whom Qod 
had defended from the poison of thj 
rattleHnake, they ought to sue for 
peace. They listened to his preach- 
ing, and were i-endy to hear his en- 
treaties to trust alone In Christ for 
salvation.

UHAl'TKU XVI. 

THB CONQUEST OF GBBECE, CABTRAGS 
AMD COBDITH. 

B.C. 170-14,'-.. 

11 was a great change when Rome; 
which to the Greeks of Pyrrbus' time 
liitil st-emed su rude and simple, was 
thought such a school of policy ihai 
Greek and half-Greek klngi seut their 
sons to be educated there, partly as 
hostages for their own peaceabienL's.s 
aud partly to learn the spirit of Ito- 
mau rule. The first king who did this 
was Philip of Maceilou, who seut his 
sou UemctrluB 10 be brought up at 
Rome. But when he eame back, his 
father and brother were Jealous of 
hlni, and he waa soon put to death. 

When his brother Perseus came to 
the throne, there was hatred Ijctwoen 
him and the Itoiuans, and crc long he 
was accused of making wur on tliolr 
allies, lie offered to nioiie peace, but 
Hiey replied that they would hear 
nothing till he bad laid down his arms, 
and this he woidd not do, tto that 
Lucius .TCmillMS Faulus (the brother- 
in-law of Sclplo) wa.s sent to reduce 
him. AS JEnilllua came Into his own 
liousc after receiving the appolutraeat, 
lie met his little daughter !Tylne, and 
wheu he asked her what was the mat- 
ter, she answered, "Oh, father. Per- 
seuB is dead !" She meant lier little 
dog, but he kissed her and thanked 
her for the good omen. He overran 
Slacedon, aud gained the great batlle 
of Pydua, after which Perseus was 
obliged to give himself up Into the 
hands of the Itomans, begging, how- 
ever, not to be made to walk In MtsM- 
Ills' triumph. The general asiBwareil 
that he might obtain that favor from 
himself, meaning that be could die 
liy uig own hand ; but Perseus did noi 
take the hint, which seems to us far 
more shocking than ft did to « Roman. 
He dhl walk In the triumph, and died 
a few yours after in Italy. .TSralllua" 

tills camnaign, tliongh still iioys under 
l'olyb!ns7 tlieir Aehalau tutor. Mace- 
don was divided into four lirovlnco*. 
nod became entirely snbjeet to Rome. 

The Greeks of the Acbnlan League 
began to have quarrels among them- 
selves, and when the Romans Inter- 
fered, a lleree spirit broke out, and 
they wante<l to have their old free- 
dom, forgetting how entirely unable 
they were to stanii against the power 
of the Romans. Cains CaecUina Sle- 
tellus, man of oue of the best and 
most gracious Roman families, was 
putiuut with them and did his beat to 
piieify them, being me<it unwilling to 
ruin 'the noble old historical cities ; 
buc these foolish Greeks fancied thai 
his kindness showed weakness, and 
forced on the war, sending a troop to 
g'jard the pass nt Thermciiylse, but 
they were swept nway. Unforttiunto- 
ly, Metellus had to go out of ofBcc. 
aud Luelus Mummlus, a flerce, rude, 
and Ignorant soldier, come Id his ittead 
to complete the couijuest. Corinth 
was taken, utterly rnSned and plun 
dered throughout, and a huge amount 
of treasure wns sent to Rome, as well 
as pleturea and statiic-fl famed all over 
the world, Alummlus was very much 
l'.tughcd at for having been told they 
must he carried In his triumph ; and 
yet, not understanding their beauty, 
he told the salloni to whose charge 
they were given, that it they were 
lost, new ones innst be supplied. How- 
ever, he was an honest man, who did 
not help hUiiHvlf out of the plunder, 
na far too many were doing. After 
that, Aehalu was made a Roman Pro- 
vince. 

At thin time Ihe third and last Punic 
war was going on. The old Stoorlsli 
King, Masslnlssa. had been continually 
tormenting Cnrthnge ever since she 
had been weal:, and declaring that 
Phcnnlelan gtraiigera had no business 
In Africa. The CarlhaginlanR, who 
bod no means of defending them- 
selves, complained ; hut the Romaus 
would not listpn, hoping, perhaps, thnt 
they would be goaded at last Into 
attacking the Moor, and tlitis giving a 
pretext for a war. Old Uurcus Por- 
clus Cato, who waa sent n\\ a mpRsage. 
to Carthage, came back deolarlng thnt 
It Mould not be s.ife to let so mighty 
a city of enemies stand so near. He 



brought back a branch of llgK, frosh. 
and good, wlileh he showed the Keuute' 
in proof of how uear she wav,, and 
eudci each sentence with suylng 
'•Cnrthuge la to be wiped out." He 
died the same year at ninety years 
old, having spent most of his life ia 
making a staunch resistance to tlie 
easy and luxurious fashions thai were 
coming In with wealth and relini.'- 
meut. One of his saylugs nhvays 
deserves to be remembered. When 
he was opposing ft law giving pcruils- 
slou to the ladles to wear gold and 
purple, he said they would all \\v. vy- 
ing with one another, and tliai tuu 
poor would be ashamed of not linvhig 
as good an apiiearance an t1i>.' lieii. 
"And," (uild he, "ahe who blushes far 
doing what she ought, will suou 
cease 10 hlusb for doing what she 
ought not." 

One wonders be did not see dial to 
have no enemy near at hand l<i guard 
against was the very worst thiiii: fur 
the hardy, plain old ways he was bu 
anxious to keep up. However, t;artli- 
age was to be wiped out, and Sclpiu 
./ItlmililiuuB was sent to do the lenihli! 
work. He defeated Uasdrubiil, tlic 
lust of the CartbaginVin geinTiiis, 
and took the citadel of Byr.'^ii ; ijut 
though, all hope was over, thv c!iy 
held out in utter desperation. Wea- 
pous were forged out of houseliolil 
Implements, even out of gold an'l 
silver, ami tiie women Iwisiwl iheir 
long hair Into bow-strings ; and when 
the walls were stormed, they fouglu 
from street to street aud from house 
to bouse, so that the Romans gaincO 
little but ruins and dead lioiiiea. 
Cartbsgc aad Corinth fell on ilie jsiiiiu' 
day of the year 179. 

Part of Spain still hud to In- sub- 
dued, and Sciplo .^ISmlllanus \\'us sunt 
thither. The city of Numantla, witii 
only Ave thousand lnhabltaats,oiidurcd 
one of those long, hopeless sieges for 
which Spanish cities have, in all 
times, been remarkable, and was ouly 
taken at last when almost every clt- 
mou bad nerlBlind. 

At the same time, Altalna, ICIng of 
PorgamuB, in Asia Jtlnor, hi'hig ihu 
Jast of his race, beiiiiL-ailinl lii.-s Ju- 
millions to the Romans, and (litis giive 
them their flrst solid footing iIhtc. 

All this was altering Uonmii iiiitn- 
ners much. Weak as the Givek.s went. 

thsij- nil! do'SgS of ev-rry K!'!'! w^'l-" 

still the admiration of every one. ami 
the Romans, who bad always iK'eu 
rough, stralglitforward doers;, bi-gau 
to wish to learn of them to think. All 
the wealthier rainlllcs had Greeks for 
tutors for Iheir suns, and e.^in'clcil 
them to talk and write the luuKiiiiB''. 
and study the philosophy and p«i>iry 
till they could be us familiar with It 
us If they were Greeks tliomsclvcs. 
I'nlucklly, the Greeks thpinselvi'-'; li:iil 
fallen from their earnestness uuil 
greatness, so that there was nut inneli 
to be learnt of them now bui vulii 
deceit and b.id taste. 

Rich Romans, too, began i" Jiet 
most absurdly lusurlous. They liati 
splendid villas ou tlie Italliiii hill- 
sides, where they went to spend ilie 
summer, when Rome was unhoallhy, 
anil where they had beaiitif"! P'r- 
dcus. with courts puvoil with iimsni-v 
and fish-ponds for pel rtsh, for wiiicli 
muuy had a passion. One nuiii was 
laughed at for having shed tciiis when 
his favorite llsh died, aud he reiortLsl 
by saying that It waa more than hla 
accuser had done for his wife. 

Their feasts were as Uisurimis an 
they could make them, lu spite of the 
laws to keep them within limmds. 
Dishes of iilglitiiigales' tonB">'>. «' 
failed dormice, and even of snails, 
were among their food ; and sonic- 
times a stream was made to fli.w 
from the table, containing the llviir,! 
companion of the mallet whieli siTved 
as part of the meal.

Wii the ileserts of N'orth Xh'wix and .\sia Mlisur then; ;Iv.-el!s tod.tyi p™-"'. 
i lawless and ilisthict pcojilc kiiovvn as the Arabs and Rcdouins, tlie 
" children of Islimacl, who claim nntlispiitcd lordship over those sandy 
]ilalns over wliich they roam, exactin{^ tribute from t)ie merchants and 
stra.i<rcrs who traverse tlieir domain. They acknowledge allegiance to no 
kinf^ but the chiefs of tlieir tribes, whicli arc numerous. The diifcrent tribes 
are in constant warfare with each other, preying upon each other, and are, 
in fact, a living fulfilinent of the angel's prediction of Ishinael's character, 
"He will be a wild man; his li.-ind will be against every man, and evcrv 
man's hand against him; and he shall dwell in tlie presence of nil his 
brctliren." 

Ishinael was the child of discontent, of bondage, and of irregularity. 
Sarai had been grumbling because she had no children. She was not content 
to wait God's time, or to be withont cliildren, if God so willcH it. Of course, 
in her d>-ijs, to be childless was considered a mark of Divine di.sfavour, and 
ii great disgrace to a woman. Sarai could not bear the shame, and scJicmcd 
how to circumvent the decrees of destinj-. She gave her maid— an Egyptian 
—an idol-worshipper— to Abraham, that she might take away Sarai's re- 
proach. It was a eustomary proeceding in those days, hut, nevertheless, it 
was an evil, and proved so. 

As soon as Hagar understood her position, she felt elevated, ami "her 
mistress was despised in her eyes." Then the trouble began. No sooner 
did Sarai feel tliat the whole thing v-as coming back on her than she tiic<l 
Input the respDiisibility upon Abraham. Her husband could not find a 
satisfactory way of settling the [[uarrel, so he gaveSarai full powerto act, 
and Hagar was put out of the camp. 

But God v.-ould not allow Abraham and Sarai to get rid of the iiiallcr 
of their own doing in such a way. Two wTongs don't make a right. The 
angel told Hagar; "Kctnmto thy mistress, and submit tliyself under her 
handp." So Hagar went back and Ishinael was bom, and evidently was 
Lonsidcred a proper boy by both Sarai and Abraham. Nevertheless, the 
idolatry, the secret hatred, and resentment for her mistress which Hagar had 
nurscij, were bom in the child, and it was only waitilig an opportunity to 

sfuMV ilis line liatliie. 

Isaac was born according to the promise of God, and in His tinie; Sarai 
had changed licr name to Sarah. At the time of Isaac's weaning according 
to the ancient custom, a great feast was made. Isbmael did not like the 
rival and i>:ockcd Isaac. All the old sores were opened again. Ilagar 
sympathized with Ishmael, Sarah stood up for Is.iac, and she demanded 
that Hagar and Ishmael be cast out. Abraham, of course, did not like tliis, 
but God told liini to obey Sarah's wishes, and the thing was done. God 
looked after Ishmael, according to His promise, but he was an outcast from 
that day until this. 

.\nd llic lessons of the story? Have we not raised and cherished from 
infancy the inbred sins which we liave inherited from our parents? I;?l)mael 
has been born with ns, and he has ruled our lives. MaUce, and hatred, and 
envy, and jealousy have [Hit us at enmity with men around us, who should 
Ik- our friends. Ishmael did not want to aoknowleflge -anv restrictions of 
Divine l.Tw, and mocked at the thought of having Christ 'as Governor in 
the luarl. 

.\nd when we, in sincerity and eontrition, sought the forgiveness of (rod, 
and Christ was born in our heart as a persona] Saviour, then Ishmael, the 
I'lcsh, mocked Him Who crucified the Flesh, and painted all that suffering 
.Tiul self-denial demanded of a Christian as unnecessary and wrong. To our 
luiiiti his language seemed plausible, but our conscience cried "Cast him 
>,it !" It was not until ws cast Ishmael out of our lives that peace reigned. 

Has your Christian experience been one of d I s.'sat is faction and strife? 
Tslnnacl Das remained in the camp! The longer he stays the stronger he 
grows. He is a wild and nnprincipled nature. He will overcome the son of 
the promise while young, and assume the niasicrtiiip. Heed the warning, 
mill ill n!l thtit your own conscience "said unto tiiec, hearken unto her 
vuicv," and the peace and power of God will be yours.

The Salvation Soldier's religion may 
be divided into three parts- 
fa) Getting saved himself from sin 
nnd Its consequences', the new bhili 
into the family and favor of God, nnd 
nil the delightful consequences that 
follow. 

tb) Keeping saved. 

tc) Gctilng others saved, that is, 
living tlie life of niirlst over ,".galn. 
following Ilbn ; being a saviour of 
men. 

To this latter part of his busitie'is 
ne want now to direct attention, nnd 
to consider how he enn inost effect ual- 
ly use the gifts already possessed, or 
those which lie niny be able to ouiuin, 
m glorifying God nnd spreading sal- 
vation. 

He may be able to do something in 
the acconiplishment oC IhLs by tight- 
Ing on his own acconnt. praying, 
speaking, nnd working na he has op- 
portunity ; but he will see nt a glniicy 
that a man will be likely to do far 
more good by actiug in nnlon with 
others who linve the same character 
and aim, than ho will by working 
alone. 

Working with the OFBanlzatlon. 
He will find many of the lK>rd's 
people aronnd hlia organized for the 
purpose of saving souls, but none so 
completely nnd powerfully as the Sal- 
vation Army. 

This being the ease, the Army beln.:^ 
likely to accomplish a greater amount 
of good than anv other oTgaaizsilor., 
Ills wny is plain lo give himself right 
up to It. This means thut he should 
deliberately, and without reserve, 
place bimsclf at Its service to be used 
in such a manner ns will ahsist it the 
moat eiTeclually. 

Why Anl«Ies of War Should be Signed. 

Ill enlisting In the Army a soldier 
Is uskcd to sign what nre known as 
the "Articles of War," which net fortli 
the principal doctrines that every sol- 
dier Is supposed to believe, the main 
principles on which he Is expected to 
act, nnd a brief description of the 
service lie will bave to render.

(d) They prevent many Joining who 
are not one In heart and head with 
us, nnd who, conscniicnlly, would be 
likely nftcrwnrds to ercnle dlBBnlis- 
faction and division. Two eanmt.

In 
other words, the true woman ivlil 
cnre less for cousequences aud more 



forth their generosity. What narrow, 
miserly, shrlvelled-up beings they 
would bccotnc but for the compulsory 
demands aud claims made upon thcni 
by wives and children ! 

In well-assorted and prudent mar- 
riages. It 1b strange how the iueoiuc 
will keep pace with the cxpcudltmc, 
1 should think, If an Inquiry could bo 
made upon the subject, it would be 
found that in most cases the married 
man with wife and children to support 
lluds himself better off, and wltli more 
horae-eomforts, than he would have 
been hud he remained slugle. The 
Income, as by providential arrange- 
ment, wonderfully keeps pace with the 
outlay. 

1 have lieard the poor peasant people 
In England say, when the sixth or 
seventh accession has been made to 
the family, without any apparent in- 
ereaec in the meau« of supplying it"; 
wants, " Oh, sir, God never sends little 
moutlis without soniethlng to till 
them !" If this sort of argument 
applies to the arrival of a child In a 
home, how <loubly applicable it must 
be to the advent of a wife ! She 
comes at once to relieve homo of the 
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fi.i' what Is right. She will think 
less of hci^ own skin nud more of the 
future usefulness of her husband. 

Men are more given to look at things 
from the standpoint of expediency 
tbnn arc women ; and i am sure their 
training aud intercourse with Society 
makes tbciu more timid about conse- 
quences. PerhujiH it is hecanse they 
see further into the fntutu, or it uiuy 
lie a sense of responsibility for their 
families and their fellows makes 
them fearful of taking courses whieli 
they conceive to be the best nud 
which otherwise they would choose 
to follow.

.IftuieR .Tohn Dowdle, hy the grace of 
Ood CommlsBlouer of the Salvation 
Army, a giant of faith, a pTcaeher of 
righteouBucss, u winner of tbouHands 
of sonls, and a true soldier of the 
Blood-and-Flre principles of a enn- 
querlng Christianity, entered Into his 
eternal rest last Saturday. The eveut.

Ppac'-fully, 
quietly, the varrior laid down his 
sword, and entered througli the veil. 

The intelligence soou spread 
tlirongliout the Colony, and many 
were the ready, loving lienrta to I'allj^ 
to Mrs. Dowdle's help. 

The General was iniinedlately In- 
formed of the CommiKsloucr's death, 
nnd he wired what has been accepted 
as tbe verdict of all who knew Com- 
missioner Dowdle, "He has fought a 
good fight, he has won the erowli !"
